portation thereof ; additional duties pere laid upon fpiritucus liquors = 
olper 
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ether provifions were eftablifhed, in order, by continuing the high price 
of fuch liquors, to prevent the exceffive ufe thereof for home confump- 
tion, at the fame time that the exportation of {pirituous liquors was 
intended to be encourazed : and whereas gone of the provifions made by 
the faid ad? do no lefs tend to inhance the price of /pirits made for ex- 
portation, than the price of thofe made for home confumption: and 
whereas the prefent method of fubjeciing fpirits made for exportation 
to the payment of duties, and in confideration thereof granting draw- 
backs or allowances upon exportation, has been found to be attended 
with many inconveniences: in order therefore more effectually to 
carry on the wife and falutary purpofes of the faid act, by provida 
ing a more convenient method of encouraging the exportation of fpiri= 
tuous liquors, and at the fame time effectually guarding againft any in- 
creafe of the ufe thereof for home confumption, May it pleafe your 
Majefty that tt may be enacted; and be it enacted by the King’s 
moft excellent Majefty, by and with the advice and confent of

II. And for the better afcertaining, charging, collecting, raifing, 
levying, and fecuring the rates and duties by this a? impofed 
on the [aid fpirituous liquors, and preventing frauds therein, be 
it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, That fuch of the 
faid rates and duties by this act granted, as are charged upon 
fpirituous liquors made, extracted, and manufactured in, or 
imported into England, Wales, or the town of Berwick upon 
Tweed, fhall be under the receipt and management of the com- 
miffioners and officers of his Majefty’s revenue of excife in Eng- 
and fuch of the faid rates and duties 
as are impofed by this act, upon fpirituous liquors made, ex- 
tracted, and manufactured in, or imported into Scotland, thall be 
under the receipt and management of the commiffioners and of- 
ficers of excife in Scotland for the time being; and the faid 
refpective commiffioners of excife, or the major part of thein, 
have hereby power by commiflion, under their refpective hands 
and feals, to conftitute and appoint under them fuch officers as 
fhall be neceffary in that behalf ; and all monies arifing by the 
faid duties in Great Britain, or any part thereof (the neceffar 
charges of raifing and accounting for the fame excepted) fhall 
from time to time be paid into the receipt of his Majefty’s ex- 
chequer at Wefiminfter, dittinétly and apart from ail other 
branches of the public revenue; and fhall be fubject and H- 
able to fuch ufes, applications, and purpofes, as fhail by any 
future act or acts of parliament be directed or appointed.

be drank in houfes, other than and except the houfe or houfes 
of any diftillers, who keep houfes or places of diftilling brandy 
and {trong waters, and the houfe of any fhopkeeper, whofe prin- 
cipal dealings fhall be more in other goods and merchandifes, 
than in brandy and ftrong waters (fo as fuch diftillers and fhop- 
keepers do not permit or fuffer tippling in his or their houfes) 
and in no other, and in no private houfes whatfoever, without the 
confent of the occupier; nor fhall any more billets at any time 
be ordered, than there are effective marines prefent to be quar- 
tered: and if any conftable, tythingman, or fuch like officer or 
magiftrate as aforefaid, fhall prefume to quarter or billet any 
fuch officer or private man in any fuch private houfe, without 
the confent of the occupier; in fuch cafe, fuch occupier fhall 
have his or their remedy at law againft fuch magiftrate or of- 
ficer, for the damage that fuch occupier fhall fuftain thereby : 
and if any marine officer {hall take upon him to quarter private 
men otherwife than is limited and allowed by this act, or fhall 
ufe or offer any menace or compulfion to any mayors, conftables, 
or other civil officers before mentioned, tending to deter and dif- 
courage any of them from performing part of their duty here- 
by required orappointed ; fuch marine officer fhall for every fuch 
offence (being thereof convicted before any two or more of the 
next juftices of the peace of the county, by the oath of two cre- 
dible witnefies) be deemed and taken to be ip/o faé?o cafhiered, 
and {hall beutterly difabled to have or hold any military employ- 
ment within this Kingdom, or in his Majeíty’s fervice; provided 
the faid conviction be affirmed at the next quarter feflions of the 
peace of the faid county, and a certificate thereof be tranfmitted 
to the judge advocate, who is hereby obliged to certify the fame

nor for one private man’s diet and {mall beer, per diem, four 
pence: and if any officer or officers, as aforefaid, fhall not give 
notice as aforefaid, and fhall not immediately, upon producing 
fuch account ftated, fatisfy, content, and pay the fame; upon 
complaint and oath made thereof, by any two witneffes, at the 
next quarter feffions for the county or city wherein fuch quarters 
were (which oath the juttices of the peace at fuch feflions are 
hereby authorized and required to adminifter) the paymafter or 
perfon for the time being authorized to pay the faid marine 
forces is hereby required and authorized (upon certificate of the 
faid juftices before whom fuch oath was made, of the fum due 
upon fuch accounts, and the perfons to whom the fame is owing) 
to pay and fatisfy the faid fums out of the arrears due to the faid

as this act directs; in every fuch cafe, it is hereby further en- 
acted, ‘hat every fuch officer fhall, before his or their departure 
out of his or their quarters, where fuch company thall remain 
for any time whatfoever, make up the accounts, as this a¢t di- 
rects, with every perfon with whom fuch company fhall have 
quartered, and fign a certificate thereof, and give the faid certifi- 
cate, fo by him figned, to the party to whom iuch money is due, 
with the name of tuch company to which he or they fhall belong; 
to the end the faid certificate may be forthwith tranfmitted ta 
the proper paymafter of the marines, who is hereby required 
immediately to make payment thereof to the perfon or perfons 
to whom fuch money {hall be due, to the end the fame may be

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applied to fuch company, under pain as is before in this aét di- 
rected for nonpayment of quarters. 

XXIII. And be it enacted by the authority aforefaid; That it 
{hall and may be lawful to quarter officers and private men of his 
Maiefty’s marine forces in Scotland, in fuch and the like places and 
houfes as officers and private men of the land forces might have 
been quartered in by the laws in force in Scotland at the time of 
the union; and that the poffeflors of fuch houfes fhall only be 
liable to furnifh the faid marine officers and private men quar- 
tered there, as by the faid laws in force at the time of the union 
was provided, with refpect to the officers and private men of 
the land forces; and that no fuch marine officer fhall be obliged 
to pay for his lodging, where he {hall be regularly billeted, ex- 
cept inthe fuburbs ot Edinburgh. 

XXIV. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, 
That for the better and more regular provifion of carriages for 
his Majefty’s marine forces in their marches, or for their arms, 
clothes, or accoutrements, in England, Wales, andthe town of 
Berwick upon Tweed, all juftices of the peace, within their feve- 
ral counties, ridings, divifions, fhires, liberties, and precincts, 
being duly required thereunto bythe faid lord high admiral, or 
three or more of the commifflioners for executing the office of 
lord high admiral for the time being, by an order in writing un- 
der his or their refpective hand or hands, fhall, as often as fuch 
order fhall be brought and {hewn unto one or more fuch juftices, 
by the officer or officers of the company or companies of marines 
fo ordered to march, iffue out his or their warrant or war- 
rants to the high conftables or petty conftables of the divifion, 
riding, city, liberty, hundred, or precinét, from, through, near, 
or to which fuch company or companies fhall be ordered to 
march; requiring them to make fuch provifion for carriages 
with able men to drive the fame, as fhall be mentioned in the 
faid warrant, allowing them fufficient time to do the fame, that 
the neighbouring parts may not always bear the burthen: and 
in cafe fufficient carriages cannot be provided within any fuch 
riding, city, liberty, hundred, divifion, or precinct; then the 
next juftice or juftices of the peace of the county, riding, or di- 
vifion, fhall, upon fuch order as aforefaid being brought or 
fhewn to one ormore of them, byany of the marine officers 
aforefaid, iffue his or their warrant or warrants to the high con- 
{tables or petty conftables of fuch next county, riding, liberty, 
divifion, or precinct, for the purpofes aforefaid, to make up 
fuch deficiency: and the aforefaid officer or officers, who by

with two horfes, fhall travel; and the fum of nine pence for 
every mile any cart with four horfes fhall travel; and fo in pro- 
portion for lefs carriages; for which refpective fums fo re- 
ceived, the faid conftable or petty conftable is hereby required 
to give a receipt in writing to the perfon or perfons paying the 
fame: and fuch conftable or petty conftable fhall order and ap- 
point fuch perfon or perfons, having carriages within their ref- 
pective liberties, as they fhall think proper, to provide and fur- 
nifh fuch carriages and men, according to the warrant aforefaid, 
who are hereby required to provide and furnith the fame accord- 
ingly: and if any marine officer or officers, for the ufe of whofe 
company or companies the carriage was provided, fhall force 
and conf{train any waggon, wain, cart, or carriage, to travel 
more than one day’s journey, or {hall not difcharge the famein due 
time for their return home, or {hall fuffer any marine or fervant 
(except fuch as are fick) or any woman to ride inthe waggon, 
wain, cart, or carriage aforefaid, or fhall force any conftable or 
petty conftable, by threatenings or menacing words, to provide 
faddle horfes for themfelves or fervants, or fhall force horfes 
from the owners by themfelves, fervants, or private men, every 
fuch officer, for every fuch offence, fhall forfeit the fum of five 
»ounds; proof thereof being made upon oath before two of his 
Majefty’s juftices of the peace of the fame county or riding, who 
are to certify the fame to the proper paymafter of his Majefty’s 
marine forces, who is hereby 1 equired to pay the aforefaid ium of 
five pounds accordingly, tothe order and appointment underthe 
hands and feals of fach juttices of the peace, and is alfo hereby 
impowered to deduct the fame out of fuch officer’s pay.

the fame; or any other perfon or perfons whatfoever fhall wil- 
fully do any act or thing, whereby the execution of any fuch 
warrant or warrants fhall be hindered or frutftrated ; every fuch 
conftable, or other perfon or perfons fo offending, fhall, for 
every fuch offence, forfeit any fum not exceeding forty fhillings, 
nor lefs than twenty fhillings, to the ufe of the poor of the pa- 
rifh where any fuch offence fhall be committed: and all and 
every fuch offence and offences {hall and may be enquired of, 
heard, and fully determined, by two of his Majetty’s juftices of 
the peace, dwelling inor near the place where fuch offence fhall 
be committed, who have hereby power to caufe the faid penalty 
to be levied by diftrefs and fale of the offender’s goods and chat- 
tels. rendering the overplus (if amy) tothe owner. 

XXVI. And whereas the refpective fums of money by this act 
appointed to be paid to the conftables by the officers demanding 
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fuch carriages, may not, in many cafes, be fufficient to anfwerthe 
charge and expence of providing the fame, whereby the faid 
conftables may be frequently at great charges, over and above 
what is received by them of the faid officers, to the great bur- 
then of the townfhip of which they are refpectively conftables, 
or elfe the perfons furnifhing fuch carriages may be grievoufly 
opprefied; to prevent which, and that fuch overplus charge 
may be borne by each county or riding, at the general charge 
of fuch county or riding, be it further enacted by the authority 
aforefaid, That the treafurer or treafurers of each refpective 
county or riding fhall, without fee or reward, pay unto fuch 
conftable all and every fuch reafonable fum or fums of money,

Andin cafe thefaid public ftock of the county orriding 
be not fufficient (over and above the other purpofes for which it 
was raifed) to fatisfy the extraordinary charge of carriages be- 
fore-mentioned; itis hereby further enacted, That the faid juf- 
tices of the peace in the general quarter feflions fhall have power, 
from time to time, to raife monies upon the ref{pective counties 
or ridings in fuch manner as they now raife monies for building 
or repairing county gaols and bridges, to fatisfy the faid ex- 
traordinary charge of carriages. 

XXVIII. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That no 
waggon, wain, cart, or carriage, impreffed by authorityof this act, 
fhall be liable or obliged, by virtue of this act, to carry above 
twenty hundred weight; any thing in this act contained to the 
contrary notwithftanding. 

X X1X.And be it further enacted, Thatthe carriages for the fer- 
vice of the marine forces quartered or marching in Scotland, fhall be 
provided in like manner, and at the rates, and the furnifher of 
{fuch carriages {hall be paid, as was directed by the law in force 
in Scotland, at the time of the union, with regard to the furnifh- 
ing carriages for land forces. 

XXX. And beit enacted by theauthority aforefaid, That if any 
officer, military or civil, by this act authorized to quarter marines 
in any houfes hereby appointed for that purpofe, thall at any 
time during the continuance of this act, quarter any of the 
wives, Children, men, or maid-fervants of any officer or marine in 
a fuch houfes, againft the confent of the owners; the party 
offending, if an officer of the marines, fhall, upon complaint 
and proof thereof madeto the commiffioners for executing he 
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office of lord high admiral, or judge advocate, be iff fae? 
cafhiered; and if a conftable, tythingman, or other civil officer, 
he fhall forfeit to the party aggrieved twenty fhillings, upon 
complaint and proof thereof made to the next juftice of the 
peace, to be levied by warrant of fuch juftice, by dittrefs and fale 
of his goods, rendering the overplus to the party, after deduct- 
ing reafonable charges in taking the fame.

Bloom{ibury, that part of the parifh of Saint Andrew Holborn 
which lies in the county of Middlefex, the feveral liberties of the 
Rolls and Savoy, and that part of the dutchy of Lancafter which les 
in the county of Middlefex, are in general, very ill paved and 
cleanfed and not duly lighted: and whereas the prefent methods prefcrib- 
ed by law for paving, cleanfing, and lighting the ge /quares, ftreets, 
and lanes, are ineffectual : and whereas it would tend greatly to the 


benefit and fafety of the inhabitants of the faid fquares, ftreets, and 
lanes, and Jon perfons paffing through the fame, Fa the pavements 
thereof were properly laid and regulated, and the faid fquares, ftreets,

Commiuffioners appointed for carrying this aét into execution Tg, Or 
more, at their firft meeting, to elect by ballot 20 other perfons to be affo- 
ciated to them in the truft.

have proceeded in the execution of the powers granted by the faid act, 
and the paffage over the faid bridge is already, on the eaftern fide there- 
of, fecured by a proper and a el baluftrade, tvohich, in order to 
avoid the waterworks of London Bridge, and preferve, with re- 
gularity, the connexion of the paffage of the Jaid bridge with Fith-

of her late majefty oat Anne, iutztuled, An act for pro- 
viding a public reward for fuch perfon or perfons as fhall difco- 
ver the longitude at fea ; zt zs enacted, That in cafe the commiffion- 
ers thereby appointed faall be fo far fatisfied of the probability of any 
Juch difcovery, as to think it proper to make experiment thereof, 
and feall certify the fame to the commiffioners of the navy, with the 
names of the perfons making propofals for that purpofe, then any fum 
or fums of money, not exceeding two thoufand pounds, fball be paid 
by the treafurer of the navy to fuch perfon or pen as fhall be ap- 
pointed by the commiffioners of the longitude, to make thofe experiments : 
And it is thereby further enaéted, That the firft difcoverer or difto- 
verers of any method for finding the longitude, fhall have a reward of 
ten thoufand pounds, if it determines the longitude to one degree of a 
great circle, or fixty geographical miles; fifteen thoufand pounds, if 
to two thirds of that difiance; and twenty thoufand pounds, if to one
